THE COMPROMISE BILL, ETC. 


The concurrent testimony of Mr. Clay 


aud Mr. Webster, as given in their public 
letters and speeches, is that the adjustment 
will prevail. 
The same expectations arc 


embodied in a majority of the newspaper 
correspondence which we read, and in the 
letters from members of Congress and 
friends in Washington. 
This, however, is 


very far from being tho unanimous senti- 
ment of those at the seat of government.— 
There is a "do nothing party" at AVashing- 
ton, composed of a good many of the friends 
of Mr. Buchanan, who would be glad to 
have this question left over for agitation at 
tbe next Presidential election. Then there 
is the extreme party, who ask for "equili- 
briums," a phrase taught them by Mr. 
Calhoun in his last great speech; a speech, 
by the way, which his friends in South 
Carolina are circulating printed upon silk 
and satin, in letters of gold, at five and ten 
dollars a copy. 
Then there is the "thirty- 


six thirty party," and the party of the Nash- 
ville Convention, who demand that slavery 
shall be established by positive enactment 
below the line of the Missouri Compromise, 
which is a touch beyond the establishment 
of the lino without the enactment. 
Then 


there is the one idea "Wilmot Proviso" 
party; the California "solitary and alone" 
party j the party for Texas and her boundary 
claim of 1836, with all its enormities; then 
the New Mexico non-yielding, no com- 
promise boundary party • then the party 
who believe, as we do, in the prevalence of 
the local law over the acquired territory; and 
the party of Mr. Bcrrien, of Ga., and 
many others, who believe that the very act 
of acquisition struck all this from the sta- 
tute book existence. 
There is a party who 


believe that the constitution passed upon 
and over the territory the moment it was an- 
nexed, and a party who hold, Avith Chief 
Justice Story, that territorial rights aud 
privileges are nothing except as they are 
derived from Congress, which alone can 
create them and authorize State Govern- 
ments- 
We might mention other parties, 


or parties to other opinions. 
They prevail 


without number, and at, no time in the his- 
tory of the country has there been such a 
diversity of opinion as at present, for the 
reason that never before have the subjects of 
slavery aud territory come up in so many 
perplexing shapes. The annexation of Tex- 
as was the Pandora's box from which flowed 
all these ilk: war with Mexico; the loss 
of some of the best lives of the Republic ; 
an enormous increase of the public debt; 
civil strife between Texas and Xcw Mexi- 
co ; the admission of Texas, with a promise 
of four or more slave States to be carved out 
of the one, for "it is so denominated iu tlie 
bond:" and finally, sectional divisions, sec- 
tional conventions, threats of disunion, feel- 
ings of deep and bitter animosity between 


Great Fire in San Francisco. 


The steamship Cjv.-eeiit City arrived at 


New York on Monday la-t/ about 
one 


o'clock, from Chagres, bringing fifteen days' 
later intelligence from California, by which 
it will be seen that San J'YancL-co has buf- 
fered from another calamitous and destruc- 
tive fire—full one-third of the city being 
burnt this time. 


In MX day* there arrived at San F ram-is- 


co seventy-six vessels freighted with cargoe* 
to find a market there.

received since tho commencement. 


From the Pacific News of May 11. 


On Saturday morning, 4lh in.st., the 


whole population of the city were aroused 
by the cry of fire. 
The United States, on 


Portsmouth Square, was on fire, and by the 
time people were out of bed and in the 
streets, the flames had spread to the adjoin- 
ing buildings on either side. 
There was 


but little air stirring, yet, from the extreme- 
ly combustible nature of the buildings, the 
fire spread to the El Dorado on one side, and 
Dchnonico's on tho other, before people had 
time to collect their scattered sense". 
Strong 


efforts were made here to prevent further 
ravages, but in vain. The Verandah, op- 
posite the Kl Dorado, was soon wrapt in 
flames, thence spreading along Kearney and 
Washington streets. 


At the same time the lire was spreading 


with equal force down Clay street, hou=-e af- 
ter house falling almost as soon as the flames 
touched it, till finally every building but 
two in the entire block lying between Clay 
and Washington, and Kearney to Montgom- 
ery street were destroyed.
